HAS BEEN DISCOVERED 


Schenectady, N. Y., Nov. 20. — 
—The center of the universe has been 
discovered—47.000 
light 
years away 
from the earth—Prof. Harlow Shapley, 
Harvard astronomer, told the National 
Academy of Sciences. 
It 
part of a mass e nucleus iu 
the milky way. which in *.*irn is shaped 
like two plates placed tare to face. 
some 200.00a 
light years across at 
the equator. 
The nucleus, between the plates, is 
about 31.000 light years in thickness, 
and the solar system —the sun and its 
planets— is a mere speck outside this 
nucleus and just short of the edge 
of the plates. 
A light year is the distance lifht 
would travel in a year at the rate of 
186,000 m iles per second. 
Shapley said that in the study cf 
the universe’s center about 1,000 new 
variable stars were found.

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IMM AN SIMMER IS A COY MAIDEN 


From all accounts Indian Summer appears to be a coy maiden. 
Sometimes she visits the Brainerd Lake Region and sometimes she 
fails to put in an appearance. 
Last year we saw little of her, as 
we started to shovel coal in the furnace early in October. 
A writer on this subject, an authority, says that there is an 
erroneous belief that Indian summer is a definite period occurring 
more or less regularly every autumn. This idea is not based on 
accurate meteorological observations, according to the Weather 
bureau of the United States Department of Agriculture. 
Indian 
summer is the name applied in this country to a period of mild 
fall weather following a spell of unseasonably cold weather known 
as “squaw winter.” 
As a matter of fact, Indian summer is not a fixed season in 
the calendar, but varies in date and duration. In many years it is 
intermittent; that is, there may be several Indian summers in one 
autumn. Strictly speaking, Indian summer is not a season at all, 
but merely a type of weather in contrast to the usual weather for 
fall or early winter. Thoreau, in notes on weather conditions at 
Concord, Mass., from 1861 to 1830, records the occurence of In­ 
dian summer on dates ranging from September 27 to December IS. 
In Europe as well as in this country it is popularly believed 
that a renewal of mild weather occurs every autumn, and the dales 
of its supposed occurrence are more definitely fixed than is the 
case in America. The period is associated with the names of va­ 
rious saints who have fixed dates in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
The mild period is accordingly known in different parts of Europe 
as “St. Martin’s summer,” “St. Luke’s summer,’’ or “St. Michael’s 
summer,” and tradition fosters the idea that it is always mild and 
warm about the time of these various saints’ days. Climatological 
facts, however, do not always check up with this belief.

In many country communities it is becoming more and more 
the custom to make use of si hool buildings for a variety of help­ 
ful purposes, in addition to that for which they are primarily in­ 
tended, says the Hawley Herald.

While practically every school house is utilized for some of 
these purposes, in many communities a complete winter program 
is planned, so as to make it a regular social center, around which 
a1! neighborhood*adivities revolve.! 
This tends to foster a spirit of co-operation and neighborli­ 
ness, which is extremely beneficial. 
With the advent of radio, 
these gatherings may have music and other features of broadcast 
to enliven the evening, at little expense. 
By systematically using these means so readily at hand, thi 
country school house may greatly contribute to the attractiveness 
of rural life.

IN D IA N SI MMER IS A C O ! M A I D E N 


F rom all accounts Indian Summer appears to be a coy maiden. 
Sometimes she visits the Brainerd Lake Region and sometimes she 
fails to put in an appearance. 
Last year we saw little of her, as 
we started to shovel coal in the furnace early in October. 
A writer on this subject, an authority, says that there is an 
erroneous belief that Indian summer is a definite period occurring 
more or less regularly every autumn. 
This idea is not based on 
accurate meteorological observations, according to the Weather 
bureau of the United States Department of Agriculture. 
Indian 
summer is the name applied in this country to a period of mild 
fall weather following a spell of unseasonably cold weather known 
as “squaw winter.” 
As a m atter of fact, Indian summer is not a fixed season in 
the calendar, but varies in date and duration. In many years it is 
intermittent; that is, there may be several Indian summers in one 
autumn. Strictly speaking, Indian summer is not a season at all, 
but merely a type of weather in contrast to the usual weather for 
fall or early winter. 
Thoreau, in notes on weather conditions at 
Concord, Mass., from 1851 to 1850, records the occurence of In­ 
dian summer on dates ranging from September 27 to December 18. 
In Europe as well as in this country it is popularly believed 
that a renewal of mild weather occurs every autumn, and the dates 
of its supposed occurrence are more definitely fixed than is the 
case in America. 
The period is associated with the names of va­ 
rious saints who have fixed dates in the ecclesiastical calendar. 
The mild period is accordingly known in different parts of Europe 
as “St. Martin’s summer,” “St. Luke’s summer,” or “St. Michael’s 
summer,” and tradition fosters the idea that it is always mild and 
warm about the time of these various saints’ days. Climatological 
facts, however, do not always check up with this belief. 


I SING T H E SCHOOL HOI SE 


In many country communities it is becoming more and more 
the custom to make use of school buildings for a variety of help­ 
ful purposes, in addition to that for which they are primarily in 
tended, says the Hawley Herald. 
Where no other building is available, the school house affords 
a convenient place for pleasant and profitable gatherings, such as 
men’s and women’s clubs, boys’ and girls’ clubs, debating societies, 
singing, public speaking, entertainments and the like. 
While practically every school house is utilized for some of 
these purposes, in many communities a complete winter program 
is planned, so as to make it a regular social center, around which 
all neighborhood’activities revolve.!
